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Introduction  to  the  Indices  of  Agricultural  Production 


Calendar  year  crop  production  is  used  for  South  Asia  and  the  Far 

East.  It  includes  crops  harvested  during  the  spring,  summer,  and 

autumn  of  1960  (for  example)  and  includes  some  crops,  such  as  rice. 

the  harvest  of  which  starts  in  1960,  but  continues  into  the  early 

part  of  1961.  Data  for  livestock  products  are  for  the  calendar 

year  1960. 

A  base  period  of  3  calendar  years  (1952  through  1954)  was  used  for 
preparing  these  indices.  For  each  country  production  by  commodi¬ 
ties  and  year  is  given  in  thousand  metric  tons.  To  combine  these 
commodities  into  one  index,  price  weights  were  used.  Regional 
price  weights  were  used  for  all  countries  except  Japan,  Taiwan, 
the  Philippines,  and  Thailand.  These  weights  were  derived  by 
using  the  average  farm  prices  (or  prices  as  near  the  farm  level 
as  possible)  per  metric  ton  of  the  various  commodities  for  the 
base  period  from  each  country  in  which  the  commodity  was  pro¬ 
duced.  These  commodity  averages  were  then  expressed  as  a  percent 
of  the  value  of  a  metric  ton  of  paddy  rice.  Then,  these  price 
relatives  were  weighted  by  average  production  in  each  country, 
and  averaged  for  the  whole  region  (South  Asia  and  the  Far  East). 

In  some  cases  where  price  data  were  incomplete,  adjustments  were 
made  in  the  price  weights.  For  Japan,  Taiwan,  the  Philippines, 
and  Thailand  separate  prices  weights  were  used  based  upon  prices 
within  the  given  country.  The  price  weights  given  in  each  table, 
therefore,  are>  ratios  between  the  farm  value  of  a  metric  ton  of 
each  commodity  and  the  farm  value  of  a  metric  ton  of  paddy  rice. 
Thus  a  metric  ton  of  wheat,  with  a  price  weight  of  125  is  equal 
in  value  of  1.25  tons  of  paddy  rice. 

To  calculate  the  agricultural  production  indices  for  each  coun¬ 
try,  the  production  of  each  commodity  was  multiplied  by  the  price 
weight  and  the  resulting  aggregates  were  summed.  The  total  ag¬ 
gregate  for  a  given  year  was  then  divided  by  the  aggregate  for 
the  base  period  (1952-54)  to  obtain  the  index  number.  The  per 
capita  indices  for  each  country  were  calculated  by  dividing  the 
indices  of  total  agricultural  production  by  the  population  in¬ 
dices.  Food  production  indices  were  calculated  similarly, 
excluding  non-food  items. 


Per  capita  indices  of  agricultural  production,  both  total  and  food, 
were  calculated  for  the  Far  East,  South  Asia,  and  the  two  regions 
combined  using  the  following  indices  of  regional  population:

Source  of  Data 

Most  of  the  production  figures  for  the  major  crops  used  in  preparing 
these  indices  are  drawn  from  the  periodic  commodity  reports  published 
by  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  (FAS)  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture.  Slight  differences  in  magnitude  may  occur  as  a  result 
of  conversion  to  different  units  and  rounding.  Other  discrepancies 
may  arise  from  the  use  of  a  different  time  period. 

For  some  commodities,  not  all  countries  of  the  Far  East  are  shown  in 
FAS  reports.  For  other  commodities,  generally  unimportant  in  world 
commerce,  FAS  does  not  publish  production  estimates. 

To  make  the  present  indices  as  representative  as  possible  of  the 
agricultural  production  pattern  in  each  country,  the  Far  East  Branch 
has  included  estimates  of  production  of  many  commodities  for  which 
official  FAS  figures  are  not  available.  These  estimates  are  based 
upon  data,  often  incomplete,  received  from  diverse  sources  including 
official  statistics  of  foreign  governments,  other  foreign  source 
material,  and  reports  of  U.S.  Agricultural  Attaches.  In  some  in¬ 
stances  data  for  the  most  recent  year  or  years  are  not  available  from 
FAS  publications  or  from  any  other  official  or  unofficial  sources. 
These  gaps  have  been  filled  with  estimates  made  by  country  specialists 
of  the  Far  East  Branch  based  upon  past  trends,  and  knowledge  of  the 
country  situation.  These  are  designated  as  Economic  Research  Service 
(ERS)  estimates  (noted  with  *) .  Judgment  is  a  dominant  factor,  and 
some  of  these  figures  are  subject  to  a  wide  range  of  error.  All  pro¬ 
duction  figures  are  based  on  the  latest  information  available  to  this 
office  as  of  November  15,  1964.
